Cody Judy casually smiled at a 
photographer as he was escorted 
into the 4th Circuit Court Tuesday 
morning for arraignment on three 
charges stemming from a bomb 
threat at the Marriott Center 
Sunday night. 

Judy faces charges of kidnapping, 
a second-degree felony; aggravated 
assault, a third-degree felony; and 
simple assault, a class B misde- 
meanor. The prosecuting attorney, 
Mary Ann Baldwin, requested a 
competency test for Judy instead of 
proceeding with the arraignment. 

Fourth Circuit Court Judge 
Patrick McGuire set bail at 
$100,000, and Judy was ordered to 
undergo testing to determine if he 
is competent to stand trial. 

If Judy is found competent he will 
appear again in 4th Circuit Court 
in a waiver hearing. He could then 
waive his right to a preliminary 
hearing and his case would auto- 
matically go to District Court. 

In most cases the competency test 
is performed in the county jail. 
Judy, however, was ordered to 
undergo testing at the State 
Hospital. The test is administered 
by two psychiatrists who interview 
the inmate. 

“A typical interview lasts a cou- 
ple of hours,” said Peter 
Heinbecker, an attorney and psy- 
chiatrist at the State Hospital in 
Provo. 

Before the interview is conducted 
the psychiatrists find as much 
information as they can about the 


Brighton blast 
kills repairman 
while in chalet

BRIGHTON -— Searchers aided by 
a giant crane recovered the body of 
a maintenance worker more than 
11 hours, after he was buried by a 
propane explosion in a ski chalet. 

“We have a definite fatality. As 
far as we can tell he died immedi- 
ately of massive trauma to the 
head and body,” Salt Lake County 
Sheriff's. Deputy Jim Potter said 
shortly after midnight. 

He said the body had not been 
positively identified as that of 
Richard Buck, 41, of Sandy, but his 
relatives were being notified that 
the remains of the missing man 
had been found. 

Earlier Tuesday night, while the 
large crane was being brought in, 
most of the 160 searchers were 
ordered from the scene and truck 
engines and generators were shut 
down for silence. Rescuers shouted 
Buck’s name, but there was no 
response. 

The 50-ton crane, with a 150-foot 
boom, was brought in late Tuesday 
and began clearing sections of the 
collapsed roof. It was snowing and 
temperatures were in the 20s. 

“Basically the whole house came 
down on him,” Potter said. 

Sheriff Aaron Kennard said the 
missing man was working in one 
chalet when a propane leak appar- 
ently sparked the blast.

Tire landfill violates

Lott Canyon, west of Utah Lake, 
is home to a landfill containing 
more than one million used tires 
gathered throughout Utah County 
to-be recycled. 

However, the landfill, operated by 
Tire Recycling Inc., is currently in 
violation of a Utah County fire 
code, a class B misdemeanor, 
according to Tom Wroe, Utah 
County fire marshal. The landfill is 
also in violation of its conditional

As a result 
of this provision, the business 
license of Tire Recycling Inc. was 
not renewed for 1993, Rose said. 

“A (violation) report has been 
filed with our office,” said Mark 
Brady, Utah County civil attorney. 
It has not been determined 
whether the county will file 
charges. 

The conditional use permit states 
that “large quantities of tires shall 
not be stockpiled above ground at 
the site prior to or during operation 
of the facility.” The permit also 
states that “tires must be stored in 
cells (storage places) 10 feet high, 
20 feet wide and 40 feet long.” 

The landfill tires are currently 
being stored in cells approximately 
10 feet high, 30 feet wide and 300 
feet long. None of the cells are the 
size of the original agreement, Rose 
said. 

“T paced one of the cells as being 
300 feet long, 80 feet wide and 
about 10 feet high,” Rose said. 

According to the permit, each cell 
was to be covered with plastic and 
six inches of dirt and covered at

ing, they lost privileges to be gov- 
erned under old regulations. Now 
they must meet all new governing 
regulations. One regulation is fire 
protection, which requires all busi- 
nesses to have a source of water. 
The Tire Recycling Inc. landfill has 
no access to water or water storage, 
which violates a fire code, Wroe 
said. 

The Waymans appealed the con- 
ditions, knowing they were in vio- 
lation, hoping to make it easier and 
cheaper for them to store the tires 
and reclaim them when the recy- 
cling opportunity arises. Their 
appeal was granted with the stipu- 
lation that they comply with the 
conditional use permit. 

Concern about fire danger is also 
an issue because of the tire fire 
near Grantsville in June of 1992, 
which lasted almost one week and 
burned over one million tires. 

“They (tires) are susceptible to an 
arson fire if they (arsonists) can get 
to the tires,” Wroe said. 

A business license would be 
issued if the Waymans would meet 
with the county attorney, work out 
an agreement for resolving the 
noncompliance problems, and favor 
public interest, Rose said.

Sears loses nearly $4 billion in 1992 


CHICAGO — Sears, Roebuck and Co. reported losing $3.93 billion last 
year, the worst performance in its history, as its retail sales barely 
improved and Hurricane Andrew walloped its insurance business. 

The loss reported Tuesday was the fourth largest in U.S. corporate his- 
tory. 

The company had a $1.7 billion charge to cover the costs of its latest 
retail restructuring, including the closing of 113 stores and its big cata- 
log operation. Sears estimates it will cut 50,000 jobs and save about 
$300 million a year. 

The 1992 losses also reflected lackluster operating results in retailing, 
where sales edged up just 1.7 percent last year, and in the Allstate 
insurance business, hit by a staggering $1.65 billion in claims from the 
hurricane that slammed into Florida in August. 

Chairman Edward Brennan called 1992 Sears’ toughest year but said 
the company had turned the corner with its restructuring, announced 
last month. 

The company is trying to regain market-share lost to discounters like 
Wal-Mart and specialty stores like Home Depot. 

Analysts were encouraged by the decision to scrap the Sears catalog. 
“What you're seeing is a firm commitment on the part of the company to 
revitalize what has been a laggard retailer,” Ronning said. 


Netherlands eases mercy killing rules 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands — The Netherlands adopted the most lib- 
eral euthanasia guidelines in Europe on Tuesday after years of keeping 
the widely accepted practice in legal limbo. 

Although the legislation approved by parliament stops short of legal- 
ization, it guarantees physicians immunity from prosecution if they fol- 
low strict guidelines for mercy killing. 

The compromise was an attempt to placate right-to-lifers opposed to 
repealing the ban on euthanasia entirely, while giving legal protection to 
physicians performing the thousands of mercy killings believed to occur 
yearly. 

Euthanasia is still punishable by up to 12 years in prison. 

Many Dutch view euthanasia as a generally humane practice, but con- 
servative religious groups warned the nation is losing respect for human 
life. 


Letterman ‘leans’ toward East Coast 


NEW YORK — Not so fast, Los Angeles. David Letterman is leaning 
toward keeping his late-night television show in Manhattan if a few 
problems can be resolved, a CBS spokeswoman said Tuesday. 

Letterman’s eastward tilt was made public following a meeting 
between senior staffers at “Late Night” and network executives. 

“If some facilities concerns can be worked out, the show would like to 
remain in New York,” said Ann Morfogen, CBS vice president of commu- 
nications. “We are presently reviewing a few studio space and logistics 
questions with the Letterman personnel.” 

City officials trying to keep Letterman weren’t involved in the get- 
together, but Mayor David Dinkins jumped all over the first indication 
that Dave might. The mayor promised some stupid human tricks to keep 
Letterman. “If Mr. Letterman wants me to do backflips on my eyebrows, 
Tl try that. Absolutely,” Dinkins said. 


Taxing rich won’t eliminate deficit 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton has plenty of options for taxing 
the rich but will find it tough to shrink the budget deficit without addi- 
tional taxes and spending cuts that could anger the public, new congres- 
sional estimates show. 

The Congressional Budget Office’s annual menu of ways to trim the 
shortfall shows that billions of dollars can be raised by boosting the top 
income tax rate, raising the minimum tax the rich pay, and limiting 
their deductions. Since his election campaign, Clinton has repeatedly 
spoken of making the wealthy “pay their fair share” of deficit reduction. 

But the budget office’s list, made available Tuesday to The Associated 
Press, also vividly illustrates that such levies would probably raise little 
money compared to the size of the deficit. Clinton and his aides have 
already acknowledged this by warning about the need for “shared sacri- 
fice” by all segments of the public. 

Here’s the problem: Clinton is thinking about trying to reduce federal 
red ink,by $1465 billion in fiscal 1997. Getting.there will lik

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Turley stays SAC chair to lead change

After much debate and support 
from friends and other students, 
Steve Turley, Student Advisory 
Council chair, has decided to keep 
his position. 

In the SAC meeting Tuesday, he 
said that although he was hurt by 
the selections process, he wants to 
“stay with what we have started,” 
and to be a part of the stimulus of 
change. 

“I still have a dream that remains 
unchanged about caring. And ’m 
asking those with courage to help 
realize this dream,” he said. 

He said that one of the things 
that still disturbs him is the “closed 
doors” policy and the lack of expla- 
nation for omitting him from the 
election process. 

An effort to get Turley back on 
the primary ballot as a write in 
candidate and to make other stu- 
dents aware of the problem has 
been taking place since the 
announcement that Turley didn’t 
make it through the selections 
process. 

Adam Kuntz, 23, a senior in 
international relations from 
Templeton, Calif., was handing out 
flyers Tuesday prompting students 
to write Turley in on the ballot. 

The flyers said, “Send BYUSA a 
message ... Write in Steve Turley. 
‘Victimized by a false priesthood, 
sanctimoniously protecting a high 
and holy office.” 

Kuntz said he felt the nomination 
committee rejected Turley’s appli- 
cation for personal reasons, part of 
the rationale behind the flyers he 
was handing out. 

While Kuntz was handing out the 
flyers, a University Police officer 
asked for Kuntz’s identification

Humanities professor says 
negative examples can be 
effective learning tools

Relating people to ostriches and 
owls, Don Marshall, a professor 
in the Department of 
Humanities, addressed approxi- 
mately 80 people Tuesday as the 
first professor of the month, part 
of a new program run by BYUSA. 

Marshall spoke of the “ostrich- 
es” and the “owls” in reference to 
how thé Arfs-dté perceived differ- 
ently by differ- é 
ent people. 

“The ostrich is 
a kind that 
buries his head 
in the ground, 
doesn’t observe, 
doesn’t neces- 
sarily listen, 
doesn’t even 
want to hear ... 
and wants to 
have his own 
little point of 
view in the 
ground and 
that’s it,” he 
said. 

Owls,.on the 
other hand, are 
people who 
hear very 
acutely and are 
always listen- 
ing; they seek 
well and are D 
always observ- 
ing, looking and comparing, 
Marshall said. 

Marshall also related how peo- 
ple can learn from bad examples, 
not only the good. Many of the 
famous literary works such as 
Crime and Punishment, Moby 
Dick and The Scarlet Letter are 
not always about just good 
things, he said. 

“With a negative example we 
think immediately — oh my 
gosh, I’ve got to change, I can’t be 
like that!” Marshall said. “It 
becomes a great teacher and 
great instructor and helps us live 
our lives in such a way that we 
can make better choices without 
having to suffer those mistakes. 
“I think avoiding the appearance 
of evil has more to do with our 
own participation rather than 
our becoming aware and becom- 
ing wise and becoming under- 
standing.” 

Marshall also quoted from an 
article he wrote many years ago 
called, “Tuning In and Tuning 
On to the Arts.” 

“The aim of all real art is high

— to lift us, to expand us, to 
deepen, to make us more fully 
conscious of what it means to live 
here upon this earth as part of 
the human race,” he read. 

“Art is meant to be an intensifi- 
er, an illuminator, and a clarifier 
of life. It is meant to cut through 
the routine levels and the mun- 
dane ritual of our daily life, to 
help us see the pattern and the 
direction; “True>art.then, is not 

an escape from 
life, but a stair- 
way to it, a 
threshold, in

Women in the communications 
field have an ally at BYU ready to 
help them get a job.

The number of jobs for women in 
the communications field will con- 
tinue to increase, but without this 
service women won’t know how or 
where the opportunities are, 
Bohannon said. 

Kay Egan, associate professor of 
communications and faculty advi- 
sor for WICI, said statistics indi- 
cate that women will change jobs 
about four times during their pro- 
fessional career. WICI provides 
women with the information and 
know-how necessary to continue 
their career in possible related 
fields. 

WICI also addresses important 
issues related to career women, 
such as equality of pay and accep- 
tance of women in the media pro- 
fession, Egan said. 

“Even though the divorce rate in 
the Mormon church is lower than 
other numbers, women need to 
accept the possibility that they may 
need to get a good job,” Bohannon 
said. 

All of WICI’s current members 
are going somewhere and are mak- 
ing big career connections, he said.

“We also save a great 
number of well-educated doctors 
coming from Russia. Many doctors 
are being retrained in western 
medicine or being trained to be 
dentists,” Rona said. 

Rona said structures built to tem- 
porarily house the immigrants are 
scattered throughout the country to 
prevent slums from developing. To 
avoid potential Arab-Jew conflict, 
newly manufactured homes are not 
placed in the occupied territories, 
Huckvale said. 

Although the Zionist movement 
has brought millions of Jews to 
Israel since World War II, Rona 
said, “We don’t really notice the 
overcrowding. But we have noticed 
immigrant presence because of the 
lack of jobs.” 

The Israeli government supports

new immigrants for the first year, 
but during their second year, wel- 
fare is reduced and immigrants 
have to find a job, Rona said. 

Finding jobs for the immigrants 
has compounded the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, Rona said. The Arab work 
force has been greatly reduced 
because employers have chosen to 
hire Russian immigrants instead of 
Arabs, he said.

Williams is currently the gradu- 
ate studies coordinator in the 
music’ department, and an 
instructor of bassoon. He has 
played with the Rochester, N.Y., 
San Antonio, Texas, and Tokyo 
symphony orchestras. Williams 
was conductor of the Utah Valley 
Symphony for 11 years, and per- 
forms regularly with Orpheus 
Winds, a faculty woodwind quar- 
tet. 

Williams traveled throughout 
Europe and took pictures of rare 
instruments at museums in coun- 
tries including Austria, Germany, 
and Belgium, Photos were also 
taken at the New York 
Metropolitan Museum, the 
Library of Congress and the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Williams said that the artwork 
of these instruments does not 
adversely affect the sound. 

“It is occasionally said that such 
decorated instruments were mere 
ornaments, unsuitable for concert 
use,” said Williams, “but this was 
by no means always the case. 

“Indeed, some of the most 
ornate instruments in museum 
collections have been found to 
possess a most elegant tone.” 

During the slide presentation, 
Williams traced the evolution of 
the oboe, flute, bassoon, clarinet, 
French horn and various mem- 
bers of the string family as they 
changed over time.

For Jim Osborne, BYU men’s ten- 
nis coach, the death of Arthur Ashe 
meant the loss of a close friend and 
former teammate. 

In 1968, Osborne roomed with 
Ashe as a fellow member of the vic- 
torious U.S. Davis Cup team.

fought hard and 
didn’t make 
excuses,” Osborne 
said,

him you would 
never know. He 
would never use 
an excuse.” 
Osborne added 
that Ashe had an insatiable desire 
to learn. “He was always reading a 
book. He would always be continu- 
ing his education.” 

When Osborne learned of ‘she’s 
illness he said he knew Ashe 
wouldn’t let AIDS slow him down. 
“He would still be out fighting for 
rights in South Africa. He was still 
pewning to do things until the 
end.”

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Student-athletes excel in classroom

Not only do student-athletes at 
BYU practice three hours a day, 
have team meetings and go on road 
trips, but they also have been 
maintaining high grades 
in the classroom. 

According to the BYU 
athletic department, 60 
percent of all student- 
athletes had a grade 
point average of 3.2 or 
higher during either fall 
or winter semesters of 
1992. Of these athletes, 
almost 65 percent had 
GPAs of 3.75 or above. 

The success of the stu- 
dent-athletes can be 
attributed to their dedi- 
cation to their studies 
and the support of ath- 
letic academic advise- 
ment. 

Jim Kimmel, director of 
athletic academic advisement, said 
the increased competition in the 
classroom and greater emphasis on 
academics by the coaches has

raised the academic level of the 
student-athletes. Also, because ath- 
letics require a great deal of time, 
several rooms in the Smith 
Fieldhouse aré used to help the 
athletes keep up with their studies. 

“Our facility in 
the fieldhouse has 
computers and study 
hall rooms, and tutors 
are provided for just 
about every subject,” 
Kimmel said. 

The course load of 
the student-athletes 
is also monitored to 
ensure they graduate 
on time. 

“Each student-ath- 
lete is required by the 
NCAA to take at least 
12 credit hours,” 
Kimmel said, “but we 
insist that our ath- 
letes take a minimum 
of 14 hours.” 

Some athletes will go on to com- 
pete professionally, but the majori- 
ty will need their degrees to estab- 
lish a career. 


“There are not many Steve 
Youngs out there who can set 
themselves up financially through 
sports,” said football coach LaVell 
Edwards. “Our number one goal is 
to graduate the players. 

“I’m pleased about the success 
they’re having in the classroom,” 
he said. “The athletic academic 
advisement and the Cougar Club 
have helped the athletes a great 
deal.” 

The Cougar Club, the WAC’s 
largest athletic booster organiza- 
tion, held its Academic Athlete 
Honors Banquet Tuesday night to 
recognize outstanding academic 
performances by BYU athletes in 
1992. Student-athletes with GPAs 
of 3.2 or higher were presented 
with certificates for their accom- 
plishments. 

Tiana Fatutalie, sports producer 
of KTVX, Channel 4, has inter- 
viewed student-athletes around the 
nation and said she noticed some- 
thing different about the athletes 
at BYU. 

“It’s easier to interview them 


because they’re so articulate,”.

“T just reminisced about all the 
good times we had and shared and 
what an influence he was on me.

As a sophomore 
at the University 
of Utah Osborne 
defeated Ashe in 
a singles match. 
Later in the 
semifinals of the 
NCAA champi- 
onships Osborne 
was up a set 
against Ashe but 
was unable to 
finish out the 
win due to a par- 
tially collapsed 


lung. 
While at the 
University of 


Utah Osborne 
was an All- 
American three 
times and was inducted to the 
University of Utah Hall of Fame. 
Osborne went on to win a bronze 
medal in mixed doubles at the 1968 
Mexico City Olympics despite play- 
ing with an abscessed tooth and a

“When I wasn’t on the courts 
I was in bed,” Osborne said. “The 
thrill of being able to stand up and 
accept the medal for your country 
and representing your country is 
something that very few people get 
to experience and I was just lucky 
to be there at the right time and be 
chosen for that team.” 

As a player on the pro tour from 
1968 to 1972 Osborne was ranked 
in the top 10 and was victorious 
over Stan Smith, John Newcombe, 
Roy Emerson, Rod Laver, Ilie 
Nastase and Jimmy Conners. 
During his pro years Osborne and 
doubles partner Jim McManus 
were ranked No. 2 in the U.S. 

Osborne achieved the tennis play- 
er’s dream when he competed in 
doubles on Centre Court at 
Wimbledon. Besides Wimbledon,

“One of the reasons I came up to 
Utah was because I liked the out- 
doors and I’d been playing tourna- 
ments all the summers and I never 
got a chance to spend as much time 
hiking.” After graduation Osborne 
decided to trade Wimbledon for a 
motorcycle and spent 10 days in 
the Tetons instead of competing at 
Wimbledon.

The degree to which our world 
has changed due to AIDS was too 
evident Saturday. Arthur Ashe 
succumbed to pneumonia he con- 
tracted due to a reduced ability, 
caused by HIV, to ward off such 
diseases. 

Ashe’s death is painful. A digni- 
fied scholar and activist and Sports 
Illustrated’s Sportsperson of the 
Year in 1992, Ashe transcended his 
calling in life. The first black tennis 
player to win Wimbledon (he was 
first at the U.S. Open as well), 
Ashe used his fame to properly 
champion important causes. 

Like much about Ashe, his work 
in raising funds for AIDS research 
will significantly outlive him. It is 
unfortunate he could not have con- 
tinued along with it. 

Later Saturday night, the BYU- 
Wyoming game was stopped with 
the Cougars’ Kurt Christensen 
on the free throw line when the 
officials noticed an open cut on his 
left forearm. Before hitting the free 
throws, KC had to have the bleed- 
ing stopped and the wound cov- 
ered, all of which was done in com- 
pliance with a new NCAA rule 
designed to reduce the risk of 
transmission of HIV from player to 
player. 


During its annual meeting Jan. 
24-26, the NCAA Football Rules 
Committee approved a similar rule 
requiring players with open 
wounds to leave games until the 
injury has been treated. 

The committee’s chair, Douglas 
A. Dickey, noted how much foot- 
ball has changed: “The glamoriza- 
tion of the ‘bleeding warrior’ image 
is no longer proper in this day and 
age.” 

The rule is subject to approval by 
the NCAA Executive Committee. 

If the proposal could conceivably 
save one student-athlete who 
might become an Arthur Ashe, it 
should be approved. 


ADD AD HOC 


The temporary NCAA committee 
formed to study the final two pro- 
posals made by a special committee 
chaired by BYU President Rex E. 
Lee has announced plans for its 
first meeting. 

The NCAA Ad Hoc Committee to 
Study Enforcement Issues will 
meet March 8-9 in Arlington, Va. 
Chaired by UCLA Chancellor 
Charles Young, the group will 
review proposals which would 
allow for open hearings in NCAA 
investigations, as well as indepen- 
dent officers to administer those 
hearings. 

Pres. Lee is chair of the Special 
Committee to Review the NCAA 
Enforcement and Infractions 
Process, which called for 11 
reforms. Nine have now been 
adopted by the NCAA, but the two 
regarding hearings are the most 
controversial and have caused a 
rift between the NCAA President’s 
Commission and the NCAA 
Council. : 

“The Council has solidly opposed 


us,” Lee said, “while the 
Commission has come down solidly 
on our side.” 

The ad hoc committee is made up 
of members of both the Council and 
the Commission in an effort to 
bring the sides closer to a resolu- 
tion. 

Lee’s committee was formed in 
April 1991. Its recommendations 
on hearings are vital due to pres- 
sure the NCAA has faced regarding 
the use of due process in its investi- 
gations of schools alleged to have 
violated the organization’s maze of 
rules. 

Lee hadn’t heard of the meeting 
until I spoke with him Tuesday 
night, which he said may or may 
not be indicative of whether he will 
be invited to make a presentation 
before the committee. Either way, 
he plans to give input. 

“I have not yet been invited and if 
I am not, I will call them with my 
ideas for resolving the impasse,” 
Lee said. 

A “local option” may be the 
answer, he said, allowing individ- 
ual schools to determine the 
answer. The NCAA could adopt one 
of two positions: 

¢ Option A — Lee’s ideal would 
entail a presumption that all hear- 
ings are open and are conducted by 
independent hearings officers. But 
schools could “opt out,” waiving 
their right to one or both of the 
reforms if they desired. 

¢ Option B — The second, or “opt 
in” position, would require a school 
to file a request in order to have 
their hearing be open and/or have 
an independent officer. 


SOLD OUT 


The Daily Universe has been the 
subject of a run on its newspaper 


distribution boxes. Both Monday’ s 
and Tuesday’s editions are “sold 
out.” 

A special reduced-size copy of the 
three pages of Monday’s paper that 
covered the Marriott Center Ordeal 
is available on the 5th Floor of the 
Wilkinson Center. It also includes 
a fourth page with stories from 
Tuesday’s Universe. The copies sell 
for 25 cents. 

The regular printing of 19,000 
was increased to 20,000 when it 
became apparent Sunday night 
that readership would be high. 
When that original edition became 
scarce, 500 reduced-size copies 
were printed Monday. A third 
printing, also numbering 500, a 
fourth of 200 and a fifth of 1,000 
were ordered Tuesday, for a total of 
22,200. 

Copies of the paper have become 
collector’s items and fodder for 
Books of Remembrance; it is impos- 
sible to find copies in the library or 
newsprint recycling bins, where 
they commonly are commonplace.

Fireside trauma may leave some shaken

While most people left Sunday’s 
19-stake fireside unaffected psy- 
chologically, a few may experience 
“post-traumatic stress disorder,” 
according to an area psychologist. 

“Certainly that experience does 
meet the criteria for trauma,” said 
Dan J. Daley, a psychology intern 
at the Stress and Anxiety Clinic at 
Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center. 

“They key here is that it’s an 
unexpected threat ... an experience 
that is outside the range of normal 
human experience,” Daley said. 
“You don’t normally go to a fireside 
and have a bomb threat.” 

Even if the danger is to someone 
else, simply witnessing the event 
can cause trauma, especially when

it involves a religious or patriar- 
chal figure like President Howard 
Hunter, Daley said. 

The effects of post-traumatic 
stress disorder vary, Daley said. 
The sufferer may experi- 
ence an anxiety attack — 
characterized by increased 
heart rate, elevated blood 
pressure, shaking and ner- 
vousness — or experience 
insomnia, lack of concen- 
tration or anger. The suf- 
ferer may also be easily 
startled, Daley said. 

Other effects include 
memory disturbance, a feeling that 
the event is recurring when it isn’t, 
obsessive recollection of the event 
and avoidance behavior. “They may 
not want to go to firesides any- 
more,” Daley said. 

Most everyone has nightmares,

which help the mind deal with 
experiences, said David M. 
Sorenson, director of the BYU 
Counseling and Development 
Center. “It’s generally a healthy 
thing.”

Sunday or once a month at fire- 
sides — because the sufferer is 
exposed to the same environment 
or circumstances that served as the 
setting for the traumatic event,

Daley said. 

The way in which each person is 
affected depends on his or her past 
experiences, ability to put things in 
perspective, and ability to avoid 
exaggerating and distorting experi- 
ences, he said. “It’s how they think 
about the experience that makes it 
traumatic.” 

So far, it is unclear whether any 
students have come to the BYU 
counseling center for help with 
dealing with the fireside incident. 
At mid-semester the center often 
has a backlog of about 10 days, 
Sorenson said, so unless it’s an 
emergency, anyone who may have 
made an appointment because of 
the incident may not be seen for a 
while. 

Sorenson said he doesn’t expect 
many students will need profes- 
sional help.
